Yusteupay ovening, » novelfy in the way 
of processions doligfted and afaused a por- 
tion’of the native population end foreigners 
resident in the Colony. About nino'o’clack, 
‘a bridal: party of Mahomedans. formed. 
up at the “bridogroom’s housg in Gage 
Street, “and proceeded slowly along the 
Central stroota te tho residence of the 
bride’s . parenta, ‘To Europeans, dhe pro- 
cession presented a very strange ap- 
pearance from the fact that in it were, 
mixed up, in tho: strangest manner pos- 
sible, vrienfal customs and western idecs. 
The relatives and frionds of the bride- 
groum,—somo ‘in ordinary European car- 
riages; others on foot and others again 
on horsoback—occupicd ‘the. interior of the 
procession, tho outside of which, was form- 
ed by a cordon of youthful Celestials, bear- 
ing each o gaily coloured amp. . The poles, 
op which the Jumps were hung. were at- 
tached to each othor, at an interval of s fow 
yards, by a parti-coloured cord, so that the 
procession was compelled to movoin unison. 
Those of the: relatives and friends who oc- 
enpied the -carringes, wore dressed in ordi- 
nary European custome, but those whe came 
after on foot and horscback were clothed in 
tho Mahomedan. dress. The bridegroom, 
who brought up the rear, was preceded 
by a band compuged of a violin, melodeon, 
banjo, and a big drum! > The latter in- 
strament was drummed at incessantly, to 
the same time, quite regardloss of tho air 
being played by the performers, Tho ban- 
jo playor was a stulwart Ethiopian, the vio- 
linist a little wan wearing spectacles, and 
tho molodeon playor a young man without 
any distinctive features. Each scomed to 
be playing in his own melodioits way, and 
the only harmony that seemed to come 
fron tho combination was, from the 


ther its rivala wore audible or not. 
Whother the band. was intended to, 
have u soothing and calming effect on the 
young bridegroum or nat, we cannot say. 
Atany rate he lad tu endure this sort of 
thing until he arrived at the bride’s Louse, 
where, wo have no‘ doubt, ho was recum- 
penacd for his heroic endurance. The bri- 
degrooui hiniself was the feature of the pro- 
cession, -This was as it oughtto be. He, 
was seatud ou ono of the most fiery and 
tallest steeds the Colony posscsses, and he 
was supported on cither sido by a relative, 
or friend (whether to keep him from full- 
ing off or not, we cannot suy), . while 


mount did not run away, His jacket was 
made of whot sezuied crimsun culoured silk; 
and his face and head were almost com- 
pletely hidden by what had the appearance 
in the durk uf extonuated curled shavings, 
Wo were afterwards told they were flowers.

- Yound Australia is vigorous and a little 
impatient. Tho colonists have been yory 
much excited for somo time past over-the 
transportation of criminals from France 
to New Caledonin,. Those convicts es- 
vapo from New Caledonia in boats and 
land on the Australian const. As the 
French authorities exhibit no willingness 
to reliovo the Australians of these objec. 
tionable characters after they havo landed, 
the Colonists view the transportation of 
Fronch crimiuals to the Southern Pacific 
with tha greatest disfavour. Their.atrong 
representations to the British Government 
on the matter havo resulted in nutes boing 
passed between the two Governments deal- 
ing with the question. M. Jules Ferry ox- 
pressed his opinion to tho British Ambas- 
sador that aman was surely extitled to be 
master in his own houso, to’ which Lord 
Lyons replied that M. Jules Ferry’a argu- 
ment waa good onovgh so long as the master 
did not’ make his house a nbisance to his 
neighbours. The - final reply of France on 
the matter was received in the early part of 
last month, It lays down that the transport 
of criminals to New Caledonia or any other 
Freuch culony is a matter of internal policy 
(rene affaive dordre grtvement intévicur) with 
which no foreign Power has any concern 
and to which international Jaw. cannot 
apply in.any way. The French prees fully 
endorses the view taken by M. Ferry. 

‘This reply has created quite o little 
tornado among the Australians. “According 

* to a telegram 4 the Sydney papers, dated 
London, April 18th, a lengthy letter from 
the pen of an Australian writer has been 
published in the Vémes, in which itis predicle 
ed that the intentions ‘of France in regard 
to the recidivistes will eventually compel the 
Australian colonies to ‘seize New Caledonia 
aatho comnoncement of a struggle for the 
mastery of the Pacitic.- Our Australian 

‘friends must proceed geutly. 16 would 
never do for them to taku thelaw into their, 
on, hands in this way + thers might be 

awkward results, although we’ haye no 
doubt. the Australians will be eventually 
masters of the Southern Pacific, and will 
effactually stop ‘that part of the world being 
made a -depot:for ‘European criminals, 
England atopped sunding het: ruffians out

Wo regret to. learn of the outbreak -of 
cholera in the City, which description of 
opidumie is unnatal-at the presant season, 
and was quite unexpected, as there bas re- 
contly: fallen a ruflicieney of rain’ to flush 
the ill-constiuctes sewers; whilst the heat 
has not: been oxceasive, and. but little 
unripe fruit is at- present procurable ir the 
Market. We therofore presume that the 
occasion of the present diseneo -ia solely 
attributable to the pergonal uncleanliness 
of the natives. —Foochow Herald.

G8) Ak the woody ercepers, which had 
eum to din the , in the older 
plantations, were cut dar he dry seas 
und wll of the troublesome crevper-— [pour 
teberenteta—whioh annually geows ap. and 
covers many of the trees and bambov clumps 
in various parts of the Cclony, was cut aud 
removed as far as possible. This plant, be- 
cones an exceedingly troublesome weed 
‘aud every cllbrt should be made ,to exter- 
minate it in places where it can do any 
ilainage to trees. ° 

69; Tho undergrawth in, yarions places 
in tho vicinity of lronses has been thinned 
and reduced im height so as tu provide a 
freer circulation of alr and prevent an un- 
due accumulation of decaying veyetable 
matier. This wark way also done at the 
sidea of the Peak Ttoad and round the 
eastorn side of the Huppy Valley. At the 
latter place tho thinning wus much required 
to give roam for the extension and develop- 
ment of individual trees of many interest- 
ing species in the wood which were rapidly 
being pushed out of existence by over- 
crowding. Tho finest wild camphor tree 
in the Colony, which was completely-hidden 4 
has thus been oponed out to view. A large 
nuinber of indigenous hollies will also now 
have a chance to become ornamentil 
specimens, 

70. During the year niany clumps of 
hambous, which wore planted about 5 years 
ago, have flowered, and, afterwards, as cus- 
tomary after that effort of nature to repro- 
duce itwelf, in the.caso of bamboos, died. * 


71. In the strects and roads there ure 
upwards of 3,600 trecs under the inanage- 
wocnt of this department, besides the various 
rockeries ‘and femerics. ‘The -trecs , are 
standing. generally. at about 30 feet apart 
and \conbist chielly of ‘banians’ Ficus 
retsc. These trees if at an aniform dis- 
tance of 30 feet apart would represent. ati 
avenue of 10 wiles in length. ‘The whole 
of-these have to -bo pruned shout twice 
a year to keep them within bounds

“Secing 
that tho incilities for trea cyltivation in the 
streots ara heing lessened from year to year 
and that with tho narrow pathways there ia 
not sufficient spaco between the buildings 
and tho trees for the proper development of 
shapely headed trees I would suygest that, 
if practicahle, when new strudis and roads 
aro laid-ont, as for instance at the reclamin- 
tion, works“at Causeway Day, suflicient 
width should be given to the streota and 
roads to allow for the propor planting of 
shado trees, Alsa should the Praya oxten- 
sion scliemu be carried out it might be ean- 
sidered whothor a row of trees might not bo 
planted along the centre of the roadway. 
On tho side next to the sea-wall irecs conld 
nob bo well grown nor conycniently placed, 
and ou tho apposite .sidd they world be 
likely to interfore with the honses, but in 
the centro “of the voad-if the Praya bo 
widened there would sean to be much in 
favone of treés boing grown. :

73 The ferncries in the Glonoaly Jtavine 
wid elsewhers which were planted a few 
years ago will be plinted wp during the pro- 
sent season with a quantity of indigenous 
ferns and other plauts whieh have been 
specially prepared during the year for this 
purpose. The tree-ferns, which were shurt 
stemmed when planted, edvered the soil 
with their low spreading frenuls, tnt the 
stems having geeutly lonythoned tho fronds 
aro elevated a gacd distance above the suil, 
atid consequently the latter has attained a 
semowhat bare appearnce which the pre- 
pared plants will refuruish.

The selcc- 
tion of sitea for pluntations is very much 
dependent on the plages which eum be se- 
cured for.nurseries ; these are very few and 
often at great distances apart, and the plan- 
tations must be near the nurseries in ordor 
to ininimize the carrying distances bath for 
economy, and to te the trees being as 
short a lime us possible out of the ground. 

128. Sowing tis done at less than 
ane third of the cost-of planting ; therefore, 
even if thero are liffy per cent. of failures in 
this system there is still a considerable gain 
over planting. [u sittt sowing only succectls 
perfectly where the soil is good, whore there 
is a rather luxuriant growth of grass to 
shelter tho tender ‘plants, and where the 
aspect is not too much exposed to the sun, 
Tho in site work which has been done may 
be regarded on the whelo asa devided suc- 
cess, but tho best of tho sites have already 
been taken np ; therefora, fature operations 
must.bo of less extent than past ones, while 
planting must bo extended. 

129, A large number of trees rgared in 
nurecrics have each year been used to fll 
up vacancies in the in site sowing of the 
previous year.
